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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art reference to Shintani (6721018) teaches a single 

CPU handling both a digital and analog tuner, and wherein both tuners can concurrently 

scan available frequencies. The prior art reference to Shoda (Patent No: 
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JP411032267A; Application No: JP09185541) teaches a first CPU in charge of a first 
tuner and a second CPU in charge of a second tuner. The prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest wherein channel searches by the first CPU and the second CPU 
are concurrently conducted, and when the existent station channel search is started, the 
first CPU instructs the second CPU to start the existent station channel search and 
performs the existent station channel search processing on the side of the digital tuner, 
and the second CPU performs the existent station channel search processing on the 
side of the analog tuner upon receipt of the instruction to start the search from the first 
CPU.
